Census Count To *«>s . 
Determine Black 
Congressional Seats’ 


The results of the 1980 census will 
require that numerous congres- 
» sional districts be re-drawn and will 
probably also require reapportion- 
ment of cong: essiona) seats among 
the states. ¢ 

Among the congressional dis- 
tricts most acutely aifected by these 
requirements are those of all 15 
black ‘voting members of the U.S. 
House of Reprcsentatives. Also 
affected are some of the other 66 
congressiona! districts. in which the 
black poptilation is 20 percent or 
more of the total population. What 
this sug ,ests is that someof the dis- 
tricts currently represented by 
blact ., and others in which blacks 
h: ve considerable influence, may 
Le merged into adjoining districts, 
ihereby reducing the prospects for 
black representation and influence. 

Protecting these 15 seats and pro- 
tecting potential black influence in 
cther congressional districts are 
_ compelling reasons for blacks to be 

counted fully in the April 1 decennial 
census. : 


__ Under the one-person, one-vote 
principle established by the U.S. 
Supreme Court, state authorities are 
required to make congressional -dis- 
tricts relatively equal in population 
following each decennial census. 
Some courts have decreed that a 
district’s population should not 
deviate more than one percent from 
the average district population of 
that state. 
it is clear, therefore, that Blacks, 
undercounted in the 1970 census by 
7.7 percent.are being denied equal 
representation to a much erocton 
q tagrersthanawhites who were 
undercounted by only 1.9 percent. A 
disproportionate undercount of 
Blacks in 1980 would more than 
_compound'this error. _ = 
With the change in size and loca- 
tiorrof thenational population since 
1970, redistricting ahd reappor- 
tionment are inevitable. The,Census 
Bureau estimates that about three- 
fourths of the 435 congressional dis- 
tricts have had population gains 
since 1970. The most dramatic pop- 
ulation increases occurred in the 
Sunbelt, mainly in districts where 
~ blacks today” have~relatively—tittle 
political influence. Some of the 
Sunbelt districts where blacks do 
have political influence have lost 
population since 1970. 
The Census Bureau estimates 
that some 106 congressional dis- 
tricts, mainly in large cities, have 
lost population since 1970. For 
example, there was a population 
Gecline in t5 districts in New York, 
seven in Chicago, seven in Los 
Angeles, and five each in Philadel- 
phia and Detroit. More than two- 
thirds of the 106 districts are in six 
states: California, New York, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Illinois, and New Jer- 
sey. More than a third of the total 
black voting age population and 
nine of the 15 black voting Con- 
presser reside in these states.

Their districts lost between 2.7 
percent and 28.7 percent of their 
population between 1970 and 1978. 
Furthermore, compared to the aver- 
age size of all districts in their states, 


- ‘black member districts are believed 


to’be between 9.5 percent and 31.4 
percent smaller in population size. 
Among the 20 congressional dis- 
tricts which have had the highest 
rates of population loss, nine are 


held by black members. Four dis-'” 


tricts represented by blacks are 
among the top five population los- 
ers. In 17 of these 20 districts, the 
black population ranges from 21 
percent to 74 percent. 

In addition to. redistricting, the 
1980 census is also likely to result in 
reapportionment among states, 
including states in which black con- 
gresspersons are elected. The Cen- 
sus Bureau estimates that five 
states, which now have a total of 
eight black congresspersans, are 
expected to lose 11 congressional 
seats after reapportionment: New 
York-4; Ohio-2; lilinois-2; Pennsyivan- 
ja-2; and Michigan-1. Thus, the 


combined effect and redistricting . 


and reapportionment could dimin- 
‘ish the likelihood of increasing or 
_ even maintaining the present level 
of black cangressional rep- 
fesentation. = 
This gloomy prognosis is not sub- 
stantially altered by the fact that the 
black population has increased. The 
Census Bureau estimates that it 
grew from 11.1 percent of the total 
nonuistinn in 1072 to 77 
1977, Although this projection does 
not take into consideration the black 
population undercount in 1970, it 
reflects an increase which, theoreti- 
cally, might be expected to result in 


—more black representation in Con- 
gress. In reality, however, such 


gains are not easily realized due toa 
combination of factors. First, 
between 1970 and 1977 the black 
population outside central cities 
grew by 34 percent. 

Second, many whites continue to 
be reluctant to vote for black candi- 
dates. Third, black congressionat 
representation, on the whole, tends 


to be confined to urban districts with- 


at least 40 percent black population; 
and fourth, on the average, fewer 
than 50 percent of eligible black 
voters go to the polls. 

Therefore, the 1980 census takes 
on added significance in terms of 
black congressional representation. 
Equitable representation is depend- 
ent upon a full population count in 
1980 and upon fair redistricting and 
reapportionment decisions. It also is 
dependent upon an increased level 
of black political participation. 

While it is impossible to predict 
the amount of congressional influ- 
ence blacks will yield after 1981, itis 
certain that their influence, in all 


aspects of the political arena, will 


depend, in large measure, on how 
many of them are counted in the 


. decennial census and how many 


exercise their right to vote.

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DECADE OF CRISIS AND 


The decade of the Eighties will be a 


time of turbulant crisis, but | am con-. 


vinced that the presence of an ever- 
growing; ever-evolving community of mil- 
lions of caring, sharing people can turn 
the Eighties into a decade ofhope. — 

The civil rights movement of the Sixties 
sparked.a chain reaction of mass move- 
ments, each of which has transformed its 
own participants and had a major impact 
on our world, These movements have 
focused on almost every facet of human 
existence; minority rights, peace, pov- 
erty, children's rights, civil liberties, 
human rights, the plight of the elderly, 
and the needs of the handicapped. 

Although many of these movements of 
the past two decades were “single-issue” 
in origin, they share acommon spirit, and, 
together provide the basis for perhaps the 
most powerful human coalition in history. 
Two key concepts nurtured by these 
movements hold, great promise for our 
future: the basic belief that change is pos- 
sible and that an individual can make a 
difference. 

The movements which have swept this 
nation in recent decades have ushered in 
a revolution of values and ideas. They 
have fostered a greater respect for human 
life, an awareness of the “least among us” 
and the needs of others, and touched a 
responsive chord in the lives of millions. 
They brought new issues into our con- 
sciousness by publicly examining the 
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HOPE ~ 


implications of violence and nonvio- 
lence, love and hate, liberation and 
Oppression, war and peace. 

In.recent years; many-have lamented 
the decline of social activism and the 
death of the political and social move- 
ments of the Sixties, but my experience 
has been quite to the contrarv. As Nirar- 
tor of the domestic programs of 
ACTION, the federal volunteer agency, | 
have seen those who stood up and spoke 
out in the Sixties engaging in even more 
creative, more difficult work, without the 
fanfare of national publicity. ' 

From Maine to Hawaii, | have seen the 

veterans of the mass movements of the 
Sixties concentrate their energies on rel- 
atively small, decentralized, community- 
based efforts. It is this great network of 
people, no less committed and conscien- 
tious, which will have a tremendously 
positive impact in shaping. the decade of 
the Eighties. 
Unfortunately our nation’s leadership 
is, by and large woefully out-of-step and 
out-of-tune with this new and vital elment 
in our society. Polls ‘conducted by Lou 
Harris have consistently underscored the 
fact that the American people are con 
sistently more caring, creative, and wil- 
ting to sacrifice for the common good 
than are our elected officials and other 
so-called leaders.

Back in the late 1960s mary iarge Corpora- 
tions were shocked into recoynizing the need 
for increased corporate social commitment. 
Their recognition was based on sound setf- 
interest -- the +\.derstanding that business 
cannot flourish in a divided society torn by 
racial strife. 

Many companies recognized that tradi- 
flonal corporate departments were not 
equipped to handle the special eeds of the 
communities in which the company did busi- 
ness, its minority employees, and the recruit- 


called Urban Affairs Department or some sim-

Whatever the name, these fledgling opera- 
_tions soon demonstrated their usefulness. For 
the first time there was an entity within the 
corporation that helped the company relate to 
the total business environment, including 
minority communities. Fhey assisted corpora- 
tlons to more effectively managed their 
human resources. 
Such departments proved important to cor- 
porate profit and loss statements, since minor- 
ities make up a disproportionate percentage 


of consumers for many. products, and play 4 
similar role in the workforce of many 


companies. 
—And-of-course-companies_were also moti- 
vated by some of the multi-million dollar set- 
tlements awarded victims of past discrimina- 
tion by judges and regulatory agencies. 

Urban affairs staff_in many corporations 
have built an enviable record of accomplish- 
ment despite less than whole-hearted support 
from their administrative-superiors. 

One important area of accomplishment is

guide corporate practices to compliance with 
the law. 

They've worked with minorityorgan iza- 
tions, helped curricula development of black 
colleges; steered corporate business to minor- 
ity firms and banks, sensitized corporate 
executives to racial issues, and recruited 
black and minority talent for corporate jobs. 

That's an enviable record of accomplish- 
ment in just a few years. , 

But most important has been their very 
existence. An urban affairs department makes 
corporate executives conscious of the need to
